corn is a dark blue variety and 
the anxiously sought “Red Bar” 
does not appear very often. 

Mr. Taylor reports that con- 
sidering theextremely dry sea- 
son his yield is very satisfac- 
tory and will support his con- 
tention that corn can be_ profit- 
ably grown in the famous 
wheat distriet of Arrowwood, 
where very few failures have 
been experienced in the past 15 
years, 

The whole community joins 
in congratulating Mr. Taylor on 
being the first to produce high 
grade popping corn on a com- 
mercial scale in this district 
and establishing for Alberta a 
tecord in another new produc- 
tion.

The opponents of the present methods of grain mar- 
keting are using freely the weapons of abuse and misrepre- 
sentation in endeavours to discredit the grain trade, to force 
their own policies upon the ¢éountry and to obtain an unfair 
advantage for thé Pools at the country elevator points. 


The Following Facts Are True: 


1, The Western Poolsare and have ‘been. since their 
inception members of the Winnipeg Guain Hxchange. They 
continually use the ficilities of the Hxchange for the bene- 
fit of their customers. e 

2. When representatives of the grain trade were cull- 
ed upon to give advice to the Dominion Govern- 
ment in 1935 concerning: the establishment of a Wheat 
Board, they appeared publicly before a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee. On that occasion, as the first witnesses_called, they 
advised the Government to appoint a Wheat Board, to pro- 
vide a minimum price forthe protection of farmers and to 
use every available channel to market Canadian Wheat and 
maintain Canada’s place in the wheat markets of the world. 
The representatives of the Western Pools, on the same oc- 
casion, demanded the Wheat Board Billin its original form 
under which no provision was made for a minimum price 


hut only for the establishmeut of a compulsory marketing 
system. 


3. The Winnipeg Graia Exchange is one in the chain 
of world’s grain markets. It.i¢ a meeting place for all buyers 
and sellers of grain, The grajn trade has no quarrel with 
those who think a better method can be found, but up to 
date no one has discovered a Method of marketing that will 
better serve the interests of the farmers, 

4 It is the interest of the grain trade that the farmer 
should obtain the best possiblé price for his product and the 
maximum Government support in the hour of his need, The 
interest of the grain trade is not thus at yariance!with that 
of grain growers; on the contrary, the grain trade realizes 
keenly that the prosperity of agriculture is essential to the 
well-being of the Dominion and all of its industries, includ- 
ing their own. 


5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool 
elevator company, designs to make profit from the fluctua- 
tion of grain prices, which are determined by numerous 
causes that are not and cannot be contralled by the grain 
trade, the Wheat Board or the Pools, 


6. As has been stated before on numerous oceasions, 
in he imnree possible terms, the grain trade and the Win- 
nipeg Grain Exchange have imade no representations to the 
Government against the fixingof a high minimum price nor 
in ‘favour of the dis-establishment of the Wheat Board or 
the curtailment of its activities. 


The Following Quoted Statements Are False, 


1, The Western Producer, which is the organ of the 
Saskatchewan Pool, states in its issue of September 10, 1936, 
that the Government has decreed the death of the Wheat 
Board ahd thereby has complied with the express desire of 
the grain trade. THIS IS FALSE The grain trade has 
expressed no such desire, 


2. The same paper, in the same _ issue, states, ‘The 
work of a generation is to be scuttled and if. its present in- 
tentions are carried out next year, and for many years 
thereafter, the farmers, if they have a crop, are to be thrown 
to the wolves of the Grain Exchange” ‘This statement is 
merely abusive and its implications libellous. if itis intend- 
ed to mean that the members of the Grain Exchange, which 
comprises all the elevator companies (including the Pools), 
the mills and merchants, both foreign ani domestic, who 
compete for the sale of the Western ‘Oanadian crop, 
are organized for the gurpose, not of service to the producer 
byt to prejadice his interest, this statement is not only false 
but must be known to be false to the editor and owner of 
this paper.

But the extent to which this policy will ensure to the benefit of West- | 
ern farmers, who are hard pressed as a result of a prolonged period of 
drought, followed this year by a most disappointing situation as a result 
of wide-spread ravage ofthe wheat crops by rust, will depend upon the 
price spreads which, at the time of writing, are expected to be announced 
any day. , 

As harvesting and threshing operations progress, the amount of dam- 
age from rust is being daily revealed as a disaster of immense proportions, 
and while estimates of the extent of the loss sustained by farmers in Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan vary from day to day, it is quite apparent that the 
final figures will show a loss of great magnitude. 

The rust which invaded large tracts of the best wheat growing areas 
of the west with such devastating effect, has not only reduced yields of 
what earlier in the season promised to be abundant crops but it has depre- 
ciated the grades to an extent comparable with the lowered yields. 

At the moment there are thousands of acres of low grade wheat stand- 
ing in the field awaiting the time when the grain is sufficiently dry to en- 
sure a good burn because it does not pay to cut it. 

Before taking this drastic action to destroy a lot of grain which con- 
ceivably may be of some value at a future date, farmers would be well ad- 
vised to at least await the promised announcement of spreads prices. It is 
quite possible that the spreads may be set at such figures that even the low- 
est grade wheat can be threshed and stored on the farm without too serious 
loss to the grower.

No one can gainsay the statement that the blame for damage by rust 
cannot be laid at the farmer’s door. Rust damage is just as much a na- 
tional calamity as the drought loss of recent years and, this being the case, 
there is every reason why the national purse strings should be loosened to 
relieve the predicament in which such a large number of Western farmers 
find themselves with winter knocking at the door. 

It must be remembered that the grain about to be delivered to the 
flames has already cost the farmer something in outlay and labor and 
would cost more if it were cut, threshed and hauled to the elevator. 

Unfortunately the present market price is too low to cover all these 
costs, without taking into consideration any ‘margin of profit for the farmer 
who raised the grain. 

If the crop is destroyed by fire not only does the grower lose what he 
has already put into it in cash and labor, but it represents a loss to the 
country at large. It might be well worth the country’s while to advance 
the farmer at least sufficient money to save the grain by way of a fixed 
minimum price, thus salvaging what has already been spent on the crop 
and perhaps saving what might otherwise have to be expended later in the 
form of relief. 

Such a measure might well be regarded in the light of a partnership 
between the individual and the nation for the mutual benefit of both. 

There is also the question of the effect on the morale of the unfortun- 
ate grower. After losing a series of crops from drought the economic nec- 
essity of burning a crop which was not very long ago so promising must

Would Increase Efficiency 

Scientific Investigators Recommend 
Five Light Meals A Day 

When you eat a meal, what is the 
effect on your work? Scientific in- 
vestigators have repeatedly investi- 
gated, and repeatedly answered that 
the effect is bad. But their studies 
have generally been based on the 
assumption that the meal is about 
one-third of your daily diet, since 
you eat three meals a day. Now 
Howard W. Haggard and Leon A. 
Greenberg, in a book, “Diet and}

schedule is five a day, all compara- 
tively light, and that after a light 
meal in mid-morning or mid-after- 
noon your efficiency is increased 10

South Africa, $187,753; New Zealand, 
$64,840; Australia, $57,219; United 
Kingdom, $28,551; Denmark, $27,148, 
and Uruguay, $25,813.

Build Big Canal 


Soviet Government Will Construct 
Two River Ports At Moscow 

The Soviet government has order- 
ed construction of two river ports at 
opposite ends of Moscow to accom- 
tMmodate the heavy river traffic antici- 
pated with completion in 1937 of the 
Moscow-Volga canal. 

Work was also ordered begun on 
construction of freight and passenger 
boats to total 65,000 tons. 

The canal, started in 1932, will be 
the largest river canal in the world— 
79 miles long, 18 feet deep and 97 
feet wide. It will have six dams, 
seven flood gates and five pumping 
stations. , 

The canal will complete the water 
route to Moscow from the Caspian 
sea.
